THE Olympics as a 
whole have been a 
success, because our 
athletes have done 
well and everyone 
enjoyed the action. 
But Greenwich is 
only just starting to 
assess the full cost for 
millions of ordinary 
visitors to Greenwich 
Park, the huge losses 
for hundreds of small 
businesses, to say 
nothing of damage 
to the trees, 
wildlife and 
heritage. 

One 

preliminary 
financial 
estimate of 


the full cost to our 
community is £100 
million. Analysts 
and politicians knew 
very well that only 
corporate sponsors 
have profited from 
the Olympics for the 
past 50 years. At least 
an equestrian legacy 
could have been left 
in other locations. 
Most people were 
always against a 
Greenwich Park 
Olympic event, with 
13,500 signatures 
collected in a few 
hours, and an 
unprecedented 2,000 
letters of objection 
received to the 
planning application. 
Greenwich Park is 


a sanctuary for the 
community and for 
wildlife. Sir Frank 
Berman pointed out 
before the Olympics 
that it is illegal for 
Royal Parks to hire 
it out and close it to 
the public, because 
that is in breach of 
the 1997 Royal Parks 
and Open Spaces 
Regulations. 

Derek Spurr of 
Royal Parks says 
they intend hiring 
out Greenwich 
Park more, which 
was the financial 
motive behind 
their demolition of 
Blackheath Gate to 
allow access for big 
lorries.

GREENWICH’S very own Danny 
Boyle has given GT a sneak 
preview of the Paralympic 
Games opening ceremony. 

Bradley Hemmings - the man 
behind the Greenwich and Docklands 
International Festival - is the co- 
director of the ceremony which takes 
place tomorrow, (August 29), at the 
Olympic Stadium in Stratford. 

There is a cast of more than 3,000 
performers - both disabled and able- 
bodied - and the two-and-a-half-hour 
spectacle will be on the theme of the 
18th century movement, the Age of 
Enlightenment. 

And Shakespeare makes another 
appearance after featuring in the 
Olympic ceremony. 

Bradley told GT: “We have both 
m made the Shakespearian connection 
P through The Tempest in our shows - 

V the four ceremonies are almost like 
H four acts. It’s not happened by design, 
I it’s more of a happy coincidence. 

“We were interested in telling the 
I story of the Enlightenment as it was a 
I great period of scientific, intellectual 

V and political expansion. The show is 
I about the principle of looking at the 
I world as it really is. In other words, 
I it’s about not having superstitious 
^ beliefs and using reason and gaining 

1 a sense of empowerment as a result.” 

The director was handed the role 
I after his extensive work with disabled 
I performers on the GDI Festival, and 

■ is directing alongside Jenny Sealey. 

■ “We both thought it should 
be something that is about 
transforming the perceptions of 
disabled people,” he said. “We wanted 
it to be groundbreaking in terms 
of what the Paralympic opening 
ceremony can do, and what it can do 
in communicating with an audience 
not just in Britain, but globally too.” 

And the Greenwich links don’t stop 
with Bradley. Errollyn Waller, who 
was commissioned to write the suite 
of music which welcomed the Queen 
to Greenwich in April, has a role in 
the ceremony. 

“We wanted to make sure the show 
had links with the royal borough, 
and to recognise its contribution 
to the GDI Festival and its support 
of outdoor entertainment over the 
years,” he said. “Errollyn has worked 
on two parts of the show - she’s an 
extraordinary composer.” 

The ceremony will also have 
contemporary bands and musicians 
playing. 

“It will be very different from the 
Olympic ceremonies,” he said. “Our 
show is very much focused on the 
storytelling and the emotion - it’s not 
going to be a pop concert. 

“Music does go through the whole 
thing. The musical director is Martin 
Koch, who wrote the scores for 
musicals including Mamma Mia and 
Billy Elliot.” 

Bradley’s keeping tight-lipped 
about who’s carrying the torch into 
the stadium, but he hinted that it will 
continue the theme of being carried 
by a team. 

“It’s what I call ‘the homecoming 
moment’, the final part of the torch’s 
journey from Stoke Mandeville...it’s 
arrival we want people to be inspired 
and moved by. What we hope is that 
it will make the hairs on the back of 
people’s necks stand on end.” 

The show also features a fly-past by 
Aerobility - a British charity which 
trains disabled people to be pilots.

ALL eyes are on the 
Paralympics, which begin 
tomorrow (Wednesday), 
and businesses and traders 
are hoping that they will 
see increased sales over 
the period. 

Special discounts are being 
offered by many shops and 
cafes as the Paralympic flame 
makes its way along Creek 
Road and Cutty Sark Gardens 
tomorrow afternoon (see list 
opposite). 

Elsewhere, businesses are 
gearing up for another 12 days 
of busy trading. 

Most of the road and parking 
restrictions called for by 
Games organisers LOCOG 
will still be in place. 

But Greenwich, Woolwich 
and the other shopping 
centres in the borough are 
open for business and all set to 
welcome Paralympic athletes, 
spectators and visitors. 

Some traders in Greenwich 


town centre raised concerns 
that crowd barriers, erected 
by Games organisers LOCOG 
at the start of the Olympics, 
were affecting their trade and 
discouraging spectators from 
stopping to shop. 

The royal borough worked 
with LOCOG to deal with 
their crowd management 
plans to get some of the 
barriers removed. 

This helped to improve trade 
in the second week of the 
Games for many of the town 
centre businesses.

Games visitors both in the 
mornings and in the evenings. 
We had people from all over 
the world, including New 
Zealand, Australia, the United 
States and Europe. 

“Many evenings we were 
fully booked. We are hoping 
the Paralympics will also 
bring a good volume of trade, 
although we are not expecting 
it to be as busy or crazy as it 
was during the Olympics.” 

At the Lush Designs gifts 
and homewares shop in 
College Approach, Greenwich, 
designer Maria Livings said: 
“We had a great Olympics and 
met many people from all over 
the world. Most of them had 
horses, and they showed me 
photos of them. Business was 
excellent, and we probably had 


three times the usual number 
of people in the shop and we 
were full most of the time. It 
was just like Christmas, with 
people looking for souvenirs.

Shoppers 
are urged to 
go to town 

THE royal borough's Games Time business 
liaison team, which hosted more than 20 
workshops to help local businesses prepare 
for the Games, said shoppers should not be 
put off coming into the town centres. 

The second week of the Paralympics is 
likely to be busier because schools are due 
to reopen for the autumn term, and many 
people will be back from their summer 
holidays. 

The temporary one-way system in 
Greenwich town centre, which began 
on July 23, will remain until after the 
Paralympics. The Olympic Games Network, 
designed to keep Olympic traffic flowing 
between key sporting venues, is now back 
in operation. The restrictions on Charlton 
Park Lane and Maze Hill, including Park 
Vista and Park Row, for example will 
remain in place. 

Another key measure that will continue 
until the end of the Paralympics is the royal 
borough's resident and business parking 
protection area. This covers areas within 
30 minutes' walk of the event venues. It 
was designed to encourage people to use 
public transport rather drive in. Thousands 
of parking permits were issued to local 
residents and businesses by LOCOG so 
people could continue to park near their 
premises and homes.

Youngsters 
shine at mini 
Paralympics

YOUNG people from Olympic and 
Paralympic host boroughs took 
part in their own mini paralym- 
pics trying out a range of sports 
ahead of the main games 
which start tomorrow. 

Scores of youngsters from 
the six host boroughs and 
surrounding boroughs met 
at Eltham Foundation school 
to try out a range of sports for 
Time2Shine on August 17. 

The sporting event offers 
disabled children aged 11-18 
the chance to take part in a 
variety of sports and physical 
activities they wouldn’t 
normally get the chance to do. 

The multi sports taster day 
included athletics, taekwondo, 
tennis, trampolining and 
hockey. There was also 
cycling, dance and indoor 
games where they could 
demonstrate different skills. 

Around 120 young people 
took part enjoying 40 
minute sessions of each 
sport which were run by 
local coaches and volunteers. 

The free event was organised by 
Wheelpower,acharitywhichorganises 
wheelchair sports for young people. 

The charity, which also hosts 
residential sports camps at Stoke 
Mandeville, runs annual taster day 
events in each of the Olympic host 
boroughs and this year royal Greenwich 
played host providing the venue and 
most of the coaches for the events. 

Time2Shine activator Katie Young said: 
“The event is designed to give short 
taster sessions of each sport, providing 
an introduction to sports that many of 
the young people will not have had the 
opportunity to participate in before. 

“It isn’t about finding potential athletes 
but it’s about giving disabled people the 
opportunity to participate in sports that 
are easily accessible and helping them 
to take part in their local communities 
to develop their interest and skill 
as well as their belief that they can 
take part in an active part in sport.” 

Eleven-year-old Emily Campbell 
is a veteran of the Time2Shine 
events attending all the camps and 
taster days since they started in 2009. 

The former pupil of Mulgrave 
primary school who is starting at St 
Paul’s Academy in September, is a 
member of Charlton Park Athletics 
Group, Charlton Riding School and 
the Powerchair Football Superleague.

Students lap up course from coaching to cooking

NEARLY 700 young people 
have spent the last four 
weeks learning new skills, 
developing their talents and 
making new friends through a 
range of holiday-time courses 
funded by the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich. 

And for a group of budding 
young architects and 
designers, it meant a dream 
come true. 

They were given a 
masterclass by architect 
Gabrielle Omar, who hit the 
nation’s TV screens earlier 
this year when she starred 
as a contestant on Lord 
Sugar’s television show The 
Apprentice. 

Gabrielle, 29, led the class for 
13-19 year olds at Plumstead 
Manor School last Tuesday 
(August 21). She told GT: 
“I’m teaching on this course 
because I’m passionate 
about design and young 
people. These courses are so 
important because they can 
be a life-changing experience 
in reinforcing confidence and 
talent.” 

The students were thrilled 
to work alongside her. Simeon 
Wheeler, 14, from Greenwich, 
said: “This is a really good 
course for me because I need 
technical drawing to go into 
engineering.” And Gabrielle 
Johnston, 15, from Shooters 
Hill, said: “I wanted to try 
something new, and this is 
really enjoyable. I possibly 
might make it my career.” 

The class was part of a 


summer-long programme of 
42 courses for young people 
aged 10-19, or up to 25 for those 
with disabilities. 

It was commissioned by the 
royal borough and delivered 
by Futureversity, a London- 
based charity. Courses on offer 
at 17 different venues in royal 
Greenwich ranged from sports 
coaching to film-making, and 
from working in the City to 
creating T-shirt designs by 
computer. Several courses 
were accredited, giving young 
people the chance to develop 
their skills and experience 
before moving on to work or 
further training. 

Courses also included cake- 
making and decorating, 
and Che Williams, 11, and 
Jordan Webb, 12, both from 


Thamesmead, and Megan Son, 
11, from Plumstead, learned 
how to make flans, flapjacks 
and cup cakes. 

“I wanted to learn how to 
make different things, and 
it’s really good,” said Megan. 
Che said: “I thought it would 
be fun, and it is.” And Jordan 
added: “My mum got me on 
the course because she wanted 
me to learn to cook.” 

Another course taught how 
to communicate effectively 
by phone, seen as vital for 
teleselling or dealing with 
awkward customers. 

Georgia Della Valle, 14, from 
Mottingham, practised role 
playing with Samuel Omojola, 
21, from Thamesmead. “It’s 
a really good course, and 
teaches you to answer the

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B. 


How do I apply? 


Get on the list 

First, you’ve got to be on the housing waiting list to join the scheme. 
If you’re not, register an application on line at 

www.royalgreenwich.gov.uk 


Find your applicant number 

It will be on the letter you’ve already had from the Royal Borough 
of Greenwich about the new scheme. You’ll need that number and 
the reference number of the property you’re after, which will be on 
the advert.

Currently the rent level for the properties 
you see advertised in Greenwich Homes is 
significantly lower than full market rents in 
private sector housing.

Fixed term tenancies 

You will also notice that the tenancies for 
Affordable Housing and some other housing 
association properties may now be for a shorter 
period than the present lifetime tenancies offered 
by housing associations. The phrase Fixed term 
tenancy will be used in the adverts to identify 
these properties. The tenancy details will be 
explained to you if you are successful when you 
view the property.

The 
sessions are for children 
10-years old, and upwards. 

“We think we’re a very 
good and successful club 
with a great team of 15 
coaches, so it’s all here 
for young people in the 
borough to develop.” 

The club already has 
between 300 and 350 
members with 120 under 
20 - but Mick says there’s 
plenty of room for more. 
“As long as young people 
have got the enthusiasm, 
that’s all we require,” he 
said. “Obviously, there are 
lots of sports -particularly 
cycling - that will take off 
as a result of the Games 
and we’re sure that 
athletics will be a big draw 
after all the excitement in 



the Olympic Stadium. We 
already do a lot of work 
in Greenwich schools so 
we’ve got a bridge to the 
sport there. 

“Young people who go 
to an athletics club for 
the first time can find 
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it challenging but we 
make it as welcoming as 
possible and slot kids into 
the right groups and don’t 
expect them to compete 
until they are ready, 
which is usually from 11 
upwards.” 


There are already some 
young Harriers for whom 
London 2012 came a bit 
too soon but they will be 
dreaming of Rio 2016. 

Fifteen-year-old Daryll 
Neita has already 
competed in the Olympic 
Stadium... and won gold! 
She came first in the 100m, 
clocking 11.91s, in the 
Sainsbury’s School Games 
in May. 

She told GT: “My 
ambition is to make the 
next Olympics. My best 
time is now 11.63 from 
winning the English 
Schools final in July and 
I’ll be looking to improve 
everything, speed, 

technique, confidence. 
I thought the Olympics 
were amazing. I wanted to 
be there myself. Bolt is my 
inspiration, he’s so cool.” 

Chloe Garrett, 18, who 
lives in Woolwich and is 
in the sixth form at The 
John Roan, is the club 
record holder in the pole 
vault. 

She said: “My best 
height is 3.23m which I did 


at the Jim Day Memorial 
competition in Sutton. I’d 
love to compete in Rio if 
I could. 

“I joined the club when I 
was 10 and first competed 
in the 1500 metres. I had 
been spotted doing cross- 
country for the school and 
was invited down. Then 
I tried hurdling and now 
I do pole vaulting with 
my coach, Clive Bennett. 
It’s quite technical but 
I enjoy it. What we all 
like is getting away from 
everything and joining 
each other at the track. 
We all work hard but it’s 
relaxing as well in a way.” 

Daryll added: “There’s 
also a special relationship 
between athletes and their 
coaches.”

RIGHT, who fancies a 
game of Futsal? No, not 
football, Futsal with a 
capital ‘F\ 

It’s the 5-a-side game 
invented in South America 
and now being promoted 
by the Football Association 
and widely thought to be its 
preferred method for youth 
development. 

And a centre for the game - 
football using a combination 
of handball and water polo 
rules - is being opened in the 
borough next month. 

Proinfinity will launch 
the game at Thomas Tallis 
secondary school in Kidbrooke 
with a course for playing and 
learning Futsal for ages 4-7, 
8-11, 12-15, youth and adult.
